“She’s  doing  fine,”  said  Kelly.  “She 
was  given  the  treatment  in  the  in¬ 
travenous  drip  ...  at  approximately 
3:20  a.m.  EDT.” 

Kelly  said  doctors  asked  Pamela  if 
she  would  like  the  treatments  when 
she  slept  or  was  awake,  and  the  shy 
seventh  grader  replied,  “I  just  want 
to  go  to  sleep.” 

Kelly  said  Pamela  would  receive  a 
“very  small  dose”  of  chemotherapy 
each  day  for  eight  days. 

Pamela  is  listed  in  serious  condition 
at  East  Tennessee  Children’s  Hospit¬ 
al  with  a  fever  associated  with  a  large 
tumor  in  her  left  leg  that  was  pro¬ 
duced  by  a  rare  bone  cancer  known  as 
Ewing’s  sarcoma. 


The  black  box  emits  high- 
frequency  signals  to  help  searchers 
locate  it,  but  the  water-activated  bat¬ 
tery  lasts  for  only  about  30  days.  The 
jet  crashed  Sept.  1,  leaving  about 
eight  days  before  the  battery  dies. 

Japanese  maritime  officials  said  the 
U.S.  ships  shifted  their  search  to  the 
west  in  the  northern  Sea  of  Japan 
Thursday  and  moved  away  from  pre¬ 
vious  search  areas. 

A  fleet  of  at  least  23  Soviet- vessels 
also  was  looking  for  the  wreckage. 

Recovery  of  the  cockpit  voice  re¬ 
cordings  and  flight  data  recorder 
could  help  determine  why  the  Korean 
jet  veered  300  miles  off  course  into 
Soviet  airspace  before  it  was  shot 
down  with  269  people  aboard. 

“After  its  recovery,  the  United 
States  plans  to  present  the  black  box 
before  the  International  Civil  Avia¬ 
tion  Organization  for  its  investiga¬ 
tion,”  Tokyo’s  Asahi  newspaper 
quoted  a  top  Japanese  Foreign  Minis¬ 
try  official  as  saying. 

“The  Americans  appear  to  have 
confidence  in  recovering  the  black 
box,”  said  the  Japanese  Foreign 
Ministry  official,  who  was  not  identi¬ 
fied.  “A  special  retrieval  task  force  is 
rushing  to  the  scene  from  Hawaii.” 

Tokyo’s  Asami  newspaper  quoted 
the  Ministry  official  as  saying  earlier 
that  the  flight  recorder,  generally  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  a  “black  box,”  appears  to 
be  in  waters  about  2,400-feet  deep  in 
the  northern  Sea  of  Japan. 

The  newspaper  did  not  say  exactly 
where  the  American  search  team  sus¬ 
pects  the  black  box  is  located. 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (UPI)  — 
American  warships  and  French  jets 
pounded  rebel  positions  in  the  moun¬ 
tains  outside  the  capital  Thursday  in 
retaliation  for  artillery  attacks  on 
their  installations  in  Beirut. 

The  attack  by  four  French  Super 
Etendard  jets  on  artillery  units  in  the 
Syrian-held  mountains  marked  the 
first-time  members  of  the  multina¬ 
tional  peace-keeping  forces  used  air 
strikes  against  the  Druze  Moslem  re¬ 
bels  trying  to  oust  the  government  of 
President  Amin  Gemayel. 

The  Druze,  members  of  a  religious 
sect  that  split  away  from  the  main¬ 
stream  of  Islam  1,000  years  ago,  are 
trying  to  consolidate  their  hold  on  the 
Shouf  mountains  southeast  of  the 
capital  in  an  attempt  to  win  more 
power  in  the  central  government. 

The  French  strikes  came  only 
hours  after  two  American  destroyers 
shelled  the  Druze  units  with  5-inch 
guns  and  U.S.  Navy  F-14  fighter- 
bombers  roared  over  the  area  on  re¬ 
connaissance  missions. 

Beirut  radio  said  the  French  jets 
hit  targets  in  the  Syrian-held  village 
of  Dhour  Shoueir,  about  12  miles  east 
of  the  capital. 

The  French  attacked  in  reprisal  for 
Druze  shelling  Wednesday  that 
wounded  six  French  soldiers  in  the 
center  of  Beirut.

The  American  naval  bombardment 
sparked  a  protest  march  to  the  U.S. 
Embassy  offices  in  the  capital  by 
more  than  1,500  Druze. 

In  Damascus,  U.S.  Middle  East  en¬ 


voy  Robert  McFarlane  conferred 
with  Syrian  Foreign  Minister  Abdel 
Halim  Khaddam  in  an  effort  to  pur- 
suade  the  Syrians  to  drop  their  back¬ 
ing  of  the  Druze  and  agree  to  a  speedy 
cease-fire  in  the  Lebanese  civil  war, 
Saudi  Arabian  radio  said.  It  said 
McFarlane  also  was  expected  to  meet 
Druze  leader  Walid  Jumblatt. 

Italian  Foreign  Ministry  officials  in 
Rome  said  Italy  would  be  willing  to 
contribute  more  troops  to  the  U.N. 
Truce  Supervisory  Organization  in 
Lebanon  if  a  truce  could  be  negoti¬ 
ated.

The  French,  Italians  and  British 
along  with  1,200  U.S.  Marines  make 
up  the  4,800-man  international  force 
trying  to  restore  peace  in  Lebanon. 

Lebanese  government  troops  ear¬ 
lier  beat  back  a  series  of  Druze 
assaults  on  Souk  el  Gharb,  a  village  in 
the  Shouf  mountains  eight  miles 
southeast  of  Beirut  that  has  been 
under  sporadic  attack  the  past  three 
weeks.

18-month  stay 
due  for  Marines 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  The 
House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee 
voted  36-0  Thursday  to  let  U.S. 
Marines  stay  in  Lebanon  another  18 
months,  despite  a  revolt  by  some 
Democrats  against  the  war  powers 
compromise  with  President 


The  unanimous  vote  came  as 
American  warships  off  the 
Lebanese  coast  shelled  Moslem  re¬ 
bel  forces  in  the  mountains  over¬ 
looking  Beirut,  where  1,200  Leath¬ 
ernecks  are  stationed.  It  was  the 
fifth  naval  bombardment  in  three 
days. 

At  the  same  time,  the  House 
leadership  moved  to  quell  a  revolt 
by  Democrats  on  the  Appropria¬ 
tions  Committee,  which  voted  20-16 
Wednesday  to  cut  off  funds  for  the 
Marines  unless  Reagan  invokes  the 
war  powers  act. 

The  tug  on  the  pursestrings 
threatened  to  undermine  the  com¬ 
promise  plan  crafted  over  the  past 
week  by  the  White  House  and  con¬ 
gressional  leaders. 

The  Foreign  Affairs  Committee 
sent  the  compromise  resolution  to 
the  full  House  for  a  vote,  probably 
next  Thursday.  The  Senate  Fore¬ 
ign  Relations  Committee  is  sche¬ 
duled  to  vote  on  a  similar  measure 
Friday,  clearing  the  way  for  Senate 
action  early  next  week. 

The  compromise  essentially  pap¬ 
ers  over  the  war  powers  dispute  be¬ 
tween  the  White  House  and  Con¬ 
gress.  Congressional  leaders  say 


Reagan  will  “acknowledge”  the 
War  Powers  Resolution  when  he 
signs  the  measure,  but  the  deal 
allows  the  president  to  state  his  dis¬ 
agreement  With  the  law. 

The  law,  passed  in  1973  to  assure 
U.S.  forces  are  not  sucked  into  a 
Vietnam-type  conflict  without  con¬ 
gressional  assent,  allows  lawmak¬ 
ers  to  order  troops  home  within  60 
days  if  the  president  reports  their 
assignment  to  an  area  of  hostilities 
or  imminent  hostilities. 

The  Foreign  Affairs  panel 
approved  the  resolution  despite 
grave  misgivings  about  the  U.S. 
military  presence  in  Lebanon, 
which  Reagan  has  acknowledged  is 
in  a  “civil  war.” 

Four  Americans  have  been  lulled 
in  the  fighting  in.  recent  weeks,* 
although  the  administration  con¬ 
tends  the  fatal  shell  fire  was  not 
aimed  at  U.S.  positions. 

“For  the  United  States  and  its 
Marines,  Lebanon  is  a  quagmire,” 
warned  Rep.  Douglas  Bereuter,  R- 
Neb. 

But  Rep.  Lee  Hamilton,  D-Ind., 
said  the  Marines  must  stay  as  part 
of  the  multinational  peace-keeping 
force  in  order  to  give  diplomacy  a 
chance  to  bring  peace. 

To  withdraw  would  signal  “that 
the  United  States  is  giving  up  on  its 
long-term  commitment  to  bring  sta¬ 
bility  and  unity  to  Lebanon,” 
Hamilton  said,  repeating  the  argu¬ 
ment  used  by  Reagan  and  his  top 
lieutenants.

Nuclear  war  will  begin  sometime  in  November, 
and  Orem  will  be  one  of  the  Utah  cities  bombed, 
said  a  self-claimed  Utah  prophet  Wednesday. 

“Russia  will  attack  the  United  States  from  the 
Pacific  Ocean  without  warning  at  night  and  use 
submarine-launched  ballistic  missiles,”  said  Leland 
Freeborn,  a  Parowan,  Utah,  resident. 

The  grey-haired,  bearded  Freeborn  said  after  a 
plane  he  was  traveling  in  crashed  in  southern  Utah 
in  1976,  he  went  into  a  coma  for  three  weeks.  While 
in  the  coma,  he  stepped  through  a  veil  that  sepa¬ 
rates  mortal  life  from  the  spirit  world,  he  added. 

He  said  he  attended  meetings  on  the  other  side, 
talked  to  Joseph  Smith  and  other  prophets,  remem¬ 
bered  their  words,  and  compiled  them  into  a  book¬ 
let  when  he  regained  consciousness.  He  claims  he 
has  been  receiving  revelations  ever  since. 

Freeborn  sold  his  farms  to  get  out  of  debt,  pre¬ 
pare  a  fall-out  shelter,  begin  his  food  supply  and 
start  his  own  printing  press  to  make  pamphlets  to 
warn  others  of  the  war  and  other  atrocities  to  come. 

In  1980,  Freeborn  said  he  conversed  with  Joseph 
Smith  and  God  about  events  to  come.  He  said  God 
told  him  the  war  would  take  place  in  the  third  year 
of  the  decade. 

Freeborn  said  the  exact  date  in  November  was 
revealed  to  him  in  March  1983,  but  he  is  reluctant  to 
give  it  out;  he  wants  others  to  prepare  themselves 
spiritually  to  receive  their  own  revelations  about 
the  date. 

“Every  capital  city  and  other  major  cities  in  the 
country  will  be  hit,”  he  said.  “In  Utah  the  main 
areas  bombed  will  be  Salt  Lake,  Tooele,  Dugway, 
Orem  and  Hill  Air  Force  Base. 

“I  was  driving  one  day,  when  I  saw  that  Orem 
was  hit.  I  saw  the  mushroom  cloud  and  saw  the 
blast  wave  in  a  vision,”  he  said. 

Freeborn  said  one-half  of  the  people  in  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  would  die  in  the  first  years  of  the  nuc¬ 
lear  war.  “It  won’t  be  the  end  of  the  world,  just 
another  world  war.  We  will  fight  back.” 

Freeborn,  who  was  excommunicated  from  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  for 
“being  out  of  harmony  with  the  brethren,”  said  he 
was  previously  appointed  to  this  calling. 

Freeborn  said  his  wife  and  11  children  support 
his  beliefs,  but  others  laugh  at  his  prophecies.  “The 
more  precise  I  get,  the  more  ridiculous  people  say  it 
sounds. 

“I  would  be  happy  to  be  a  false  prophet.  I  don’t 
want  people  to  die,”  he  said. 


A  budget  of  more  than  $9,000  was  approved  for 
the  1984  Banyan  during  the  first  ASBYU  Execu¬ 
tive  Council  meeting  Thursday  morning.

Opposing  the  ratification  was  Jennifer  Johnson, 
ASBYU  Academics  Office  vice  president.  “I  don’t 
like  the  way  the  decision  was  railroaded  through 
the  council.  I’m  just  not  comfortable  with  the  salary 
of  the  current  Banyan  workers  and  I  feel  ASBYU 
had  no  input  into  the  staff  that  was  hired.” 

Because  of  financial  problems  in  the  past,  the 
Banyan  is  now  a  responsibility  of  ASBYU,  which 
hopes  to  turn  the  project  into  a  cost  effective,  pro¬ 
fessional  yearbook  publication,  said  Robyn  Patton, 
ASBYU  Public  Relations  director. 

During  the  meeting,  the  council  also  approved 
the  appointments  of  five  new  members  to  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Funding  Board.  The  new  board  members, 
nominated  by  John  Giles,  ASBYU  Finance  Office 
vice  president,  will  review  all  student  petitions  for 
funds  which  can  be  allocated  by  ASBYU. 

Six  court  judges  were  also  ratified  by  the  10 
voting  members  of  the  council.  These  students  will 
work  as  commons  court  judges  in  areas  such  as 
traffic,  financial  claims,  elections  and  organiza¬ 
tions,  said  Sam  Cowley,  ASBYU  Attorney 
General. 

The  executive  council  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public  and  are  every  Thursday  morning  at  10  a.m.

Tennis  team  to  compete  in  touri

After  splitting  its  first  two  games  of  the  season 
against  non-league  opponents,  BYU’s  football  team 
begins  its  Western  Athletic  Conference  schedule 
Saturday  with  an  away  game  against  the  Air  Force 
Academy. 

The  Cougars  will  be  looking  to  avenge  last  sea¬ 
son’s  39-38  loss  to  the  Falcons  in  Provo.  With  1:30 
remaining  in  that  game,  Air  Force,  which  was  the 
only  WAC  team  to  beat  BYU  last  year,  went  99 
yards  in  1:10  to  score  a  touchdown  and  then  added  a 
two-point  conversion  for  the  victory. 

While  BYU  and  Air  Force  are  two  of  the  favo¬ 


rites  for  the  conference  championship,  both  teams 
have  the  disadvantage  of  playing  only  seven  confer¬ 
ence  games  this  season. 

Since  the  WAC  title  is  decided  on  a  percentage 
basis,  the  teams  that  play  only  seven  games  are  at  a 
distinct  disadvantage  because  a  team  with  a  7-1 
record  will  beat  out  a  team  with  a  6-1  record  for  the 
Holiday  Bowl. 

Because  of  this  handicap,  both  teams  need  a  vic¬ 
tory. 

“This  was  picked  as  one  of  the  big  games  in  the 
WAC,  long  before  the  season  started,”  said  BYU 
Head  Coach  LaVell  Edwards.  “That’s  the  way  it 
looks  to  us.

“We  just  can’t  afford  to  lose  a  game,  since  we  are 
one  of  the  schools  in  the  conference  that  will  be 
playing  one  less  game  this  season.  If  we  do  lose, 
we’ll  find  ourselves  at  the  mercy  of  others.” 

The  Cougars  come  into  the  game  against  the 
Falcons  leading  the  nation  in  passing  with  375.5 
yards  per  game.  They  are  also  second  in  scoring, 
49.5  points  per  game,  and  third  in  total  offense  with 
an  average  of  543  yards  per  game. 

While  the  offense  has  not  been  a  problem  for  the 
Cougars  this  season,  the  defense,  anchored  by  line¬ 
backer  Todd  Shell  and  defensive  end  Brandon 
Flint,  has  had  difficulty  stopping  the  opponents, 
who  have  scored  68  points  in  two  games. 

Last  week  the  Cougars  rebounded  from  their 
opening  loss  to  Baylor  to  trounce  Bowling  Green 
63-28,  while  Air  Force  dropped  a  14-7  decision  to 
Wyoming  in  Laramie.  The  Falcons  are  2-1  overall 
and  1-1  in  WAC  play. 

The  Cougars  will  once  again  be  led  by  Steve 
Young.  The  senior  quarterback  passed  for  384 
yards  against  Bowling  Green  by  hitting  30  out  of  40 
pass  attempts.  He  also  threw  for  five  touchdowns 
and  ran  for  two  others  in  only  three  quarters  of 
play. 

Young,  who  leads  the  nation  in  total  offense, 
averaging  437  yards  per  game,  said  he  is  looking 
forward  to  playing  the  Falcons.  “I  am  happy  to  get 
to  play  them  again  and  I’m  looking  forward  to  going 
to  their  place  to  play.” 

While  he  is  looking  forward  to  playing  the  Fal¬ 
cons,  Young  said  they  will  be  a  tough  opponent  for 
the  Cougars.  “They  are  a  great,  great  team  that  is 
very  disciplined  and  doesn’t  make  mistakes.  I’m 
looking  forward  to  a  tough  ballgame.” 

Although  the  BYU  passing  attack  is  the  most 
potent  in  the  country,  the  Air  Force  Academy  is  not 
without  its  offensive  stars. 

The  Falcons’  wishbone  attack  will  be  led  by 
senior  quarterback  Marty  Louthan  and  fullback 
John  Kershner.  Louthan  was  controlled  by  Wyom¬ 
ing  last  week,  but  he  had  227  yards  in  total  offense 
against  the  Cougars  in  last  season’s  game. 

As  was  the  case  with  the  Baylor  game,  the  Air 
Force  game  will  be  broadcast  on  closed  circuit  tele¬ 
vision  in  the  Marriott  Center  at  1:30  p.m.  Admis¬ 
sion  is  $2  for  students  and  faculty  and  $4  for  the 
general  public.

(57  percent). 

BYU  at  AIR  FORCE:  Even  though  the  Falcons 
are  smarting  from  last  week’s  14-7  loss  to  the  Cow¬ 
boys,  BYU  still  has  a  previous  loss  on  its  mind  — 
last  year’s  39-38  loss,  the  Cougars’  only  conference 
blemish  last  year. 

Both  teams  play  only  seven  conference  games,  so 
Air  Force  can’t  afford  to  lose  another  WAC  contest. 
BYU,  also  feeling  the  pressure  to  repeat  as  confer¬ 
ence  champion  this  season,  is  in  a  similar  “must- 
win”  situation. 

The  game  pits  the  Flexbone  against  the  nation’s 
top  passing  team  featuring  the  national  leader  in 
total  offense,  Cougar  QB  Steve  Young.

UTEP  has  a  new  starting  quarterback  in  Jay 
Cleveland  as  the  Miners  look  to  pass  the  ball  and 
get  the  offense  started.  San  Diego  State,  consi¬ 
dered  a  top  contender  for  the  WAC  crown,  lost  its 
first  conference  game  against  Utah  last  week,  put¬ 
ting  the  Aztecs  in  a  hole  down  near  the  league 
cellar.  The  Miner  defense,  which  has  played  tough 
in  three  games  so  far,  will  have  to  limit  the  SDSU 


passing  game,  which  features  QB  Mark  McKay  and 
WR  Jim  Sandusky.  Both  Scott  and  Tony  look  for 
a  10-point  SDSU  win.

Housekeeping  in  today’s  hospitals  requires  more 
than  a  broom  and  a  mop,  according  to  a  director  of 
Environmental  Services  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital. 

Assistant  Director  Joan  Holmes  said  that  some¬ 
times  people  think  that  anyone  can  be  a  hospital 
housekeeper.  “That’sjustnotso.  In  modem  hospit-  j 
als,  it  takes  a  lot  of  training  and  time  on  the  floor.” 

She  said  a  hospital  housekeeper  must  be  able  to 
work  well  with  the  public  and  the  sick  patients. 

Holmes  supervises  more  than  60  people,  but  her 
duties  are  beyond  that  of  most  housekeepers.  She  is 
in  charge  of  the  scheduling,  orientation  and  train¬ 
ing  of  housekeepers. 

“It  is  a  specialized  area  and  we  need  to  have 
qualified  people,’’  Holmes  said. 

If  a  housekeeper  wishes  to  do  so,  he  or  she  can 
certify  with  the  National  Executive  Housekeeping 
Association  (NEHA).  This  is  an  optional  process 
requiring  360  varied  credit  hours  in  areas  of 
psychology,  sociology,  interior  decorating  and  eco¬ 
nomics. 

Though  Holmes  is  certified,  it  is  not  yet  required 
by  Utah  Valley  Hospital.  “More  and  more,  super¬ 
visory  positions  in  housekeeping  are  requiring  cer¬ 
tification.  I’m  sure  our  hospital  will  eventually  re¬ 
quire  it  also.” 

Holmes  received  her  certification  from  Weber 
State  College,  the  only  college  in  Utah  that  offers 
the  program.  “The  certification  program  has  really 
helped  me  understand  my  job  better,”  she  said. 
“Some  hospitals  are  now  starting  to  require  their 
managers  to  be  certified. 

“I  think  the  department  runs  smoother  because 
of  the  extra  training  our  managers  have.” 

Holmes  said  NEHA  is  a  prestigious  association 
that  is  good  for  anyone  in  housekeeping  manage¬ 
ment  because  it  improves  job  performance.  As  a 
member  of  the  NEHA  Utah  chapter,  she  attends 
monthly  meetings  with  other  hospital  housekeep¬ 
ing  executives. 

“The  certification  process  has  upgraded  the 
housekeeping  outlook,”  Holmes  said.  “It  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  keep  schooling  going  because  things  are 
always  changing.” 

Looking  forward  to  the  future  is  another  good 
reason  for  certification.  When  Holmes  retires,  she 
plans  to  manage  a  small  hotel  with  the  experience 
she  has  gained,  and  with  her  certification  to  back 
her  up  she  said  she  will  have  good  credentials.

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Expelling  students  not  the  solution 


Policies  compound  the  problems 


Twins  needed 
to  aid  center 
with  research

Kicking  students  out  of  school  does  neither  the 


student  nor  society  any  good,  according  to  Doug 
Bates,  attorney  for  the  Utah  Department  of  Educa¬ 


tion.

He  said  80  percent  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  that  occur  in  schools  are  because  of  administrative  policies. 


Often  students  with  behavioral  problems  are  ex¬ 
pelled  because  they  can  not  be  handled  and  “expul¬ 
sion  is  easier  than  reorganizing  the  system,”  Bates 
told  a  group  of  law  students  Thursday  at  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Law  School. 

“We  need  to  develop  another  method  besides 
expulsion  to  take  care  of  these  students,”  he  said. 
“We,  as  lawyers,  have  to  go  beyond  saying  ‘you 
can’t  do  this’  and  ‘you  can’t  do'  that’  and  develop 
solutions  for  handling  these  problems.  That’s  re¬ 
sponsible  law.” 

In  Utah,  the  State  Board  of  Education  tends  to 
hold  back  and  allow  local  school  boards  to  handle 
their  districts,  Bates  said.  This  results  in  a  diversi¬ 
ty  of  policies  and  the  way  they  are  handled. 

Bates  referred  specifically  to  policies  enforced  by 
many  schools  whereby  there  is  a  connection  be¬ 
tween  grades,  credit  and  attendence.  “The  penalty 
for  missing  five  days  is  simply  too  great.” 

“I  missed  school,”  he  said,  “but  I  always  had  nice 
notes  to  be  excused,  signed  Mrs.  L.H.  Bates,  and 
they  were  good  notes,  ’cause  I  wrote  them!” 

Bates  cited  a  case  of  twin  girls  who  decided  to 
attend  separate  high  schools  in  their  Utah  district. 
One  of  the  schools  withheld  credit  for  absences;  the 
other  did  not.  One  twin  passed  her  class,  while  the 
other  twin,  caught  under  the  policy,  failed. 

Today  the  twin  who  passed  attends  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Utah  Medical  School,  he  said.  Her  sister  is  a 
waitress. 

Bates  said  that  approximately  80  percent  of  the 
problems  that  occur  in  schools  are  a  result  of  admi¬ 
nistrative  policies.

D’Avignon  named  Frederick  Erch  Von  Hayek, 
Nathaniel  Branden  and  Milton  Freedman  as  not¬ 
able  leaders  who  are  involved  in  the  volitional  sci¬ 
ence  movement. 

One  of  the  solutions  d’Avignon  has  already  re¬ 
searched  is  the  change  of  student  government  to 
student  unions  and  inter-club  councils.  , 

“Student  governments  do  not  exist  at  between  15 
and  17  percent  of  the  campuses  in  America,  yet  all 
services  are  provided  for  fun  and  games  by  student 
unions,”  he  said. 

D’Avgnon  said  student  unions  would  be  better 
than  student  government  because  nothing  in  the 
government  concept  would  provide  the  incentive  to 
solve  problems. 

“They  (government  workers)  get  the  money  any¬ 
way,  but  in  order  for  a  student  union  to  exist,  they 
have  to  provide  services  people  will  pay  for,”  he
